SWELTERING WEATHER.

The Stifling Fent of July—A Very Hot Month,
but Neot Qulte as Hot an In the Past—Com-
parisons of July Wenther for Thirty Years—
Yerrible Eftect of the Hent an the Death
Hate.

The month which has just closed was so very,
very warm that many of Its sweltering victims
Jjumped at the hasty conclugion that it was the
warmest July on rocord in this locality. Now
that it is over, and the aspirations of the mer-
cury have sustained a perceptible check, it is a
satiafaction to know that In July, 1870, the ther-
mometer did not make as high a record as It has
In the corresponding month in past years., lo
the following table are given the maximum and
minimum for each d.ﬂ.}'jn comparison with the
corresponding days of lasl year, according to
the record kept at the Penusylvania Hospltal: —
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This shows a mean temporature daring the

jess than balf a degree of baing the hivhesi
mean for the month on record 1n this eity. The
average of the mean temperatures of the
month of July since 1790 has been but 7576
degrees, or 487 degrees below that of the month
just closed. In the following table is given the
mean temperature of the month of July for
the past thirty years, and the highest and
lowest points reached by the thermometer dur-
fng that period, all the figures being taken from
the reliable record kept at the Pennsylvania
Hospltal:—
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From this it will be seen that the mean tem
perature of July, 1805, was 80 degrees, or-
nearly one-third of a degreec above that of July
of the present year; while the mean temperature
of the month of 1866 was 8037 degrees, less
than one-third of a degree helow that ot last
monpth. The highest mean recorded in this
tocality for July was in the year 1798, when it
reached full 81 degrees. It has beoen stated that
the mean of July, 1838, was equally high, but
the records of the Penneylvania Hospital show
it to have been but T8-81 degrees.

Althongh the mean of last month was un-
usually and almost unnprecedentedly high, the
highest point attalned by the thermometsr al
the Pennsylvanin Hoapital, 97 degrees, was not
thie highest on record during the past few
years, and even fell a half degree below the
maximum point of July, 1834, althouzh the
mean temperatyre of thal month was buap T65Hi4
dogrees, only three-quariers of a degree above
the average ol the mean temperatures of the
month for eighty years past. Below we give
the standing of the thermometer on the warmest
days of the month during the past lew years:-
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From this it is scen that July 15, 1806, was
bhe warmest July day since 184, and probably
one of the warmest ever kuown here. July 15
1866, July 15, 1808, aed July 16, 1860, were al
warmer than the hottest day of last month, Lhe
17th, by from one-half to one degrec.

During the month just closed the thermometar
reached the dazzling height of the nineties on
thirteen different doys; daring Jaly, 1860, (Lis
elevation was attalned on seven days only:
durqu July, 1808, on cleven different days; dn-
ring July, 1867, on six days only, never gpoing
above 25 degrees, und during July, 1560, on
eleven different days, From thoe Sth to the 15t
of July, 1866, the maximum ranged hetweon 89
and 99256 degrees, oxecept om two Jdays, but it
did not reach ™ degrees agaln doring the
sunounth. From the 24 to the 19th of July, 1568,
the range of the maxlmum was between 8BS and
98 degrees, excopt on one day, when the highest
polnt was 82 degrees; while during the re-
mainder of the month the maximum dld not go
above 86 degrees except on one day, when =
degrees were marked, the general range belng
belween 80 and 84 dogrees. From the 11th (o
the 20thof last month the range of the maxi-
mum was between 85 and 07 degrees, exceept on
two days, when the highest points reached wore
=5 am{ 8756 degrecs. BSBe the excessively hol

Il of July, 1870, lasted 18 d‘.\f‘n:
m, 17 days; and that of Ju i[ 1808, 15 days.
‘This fairly gives the champlonship of hot J g;f}'..;
to the present year, although the moan and
maximom poluts of the mouth Lave been
allgbtly excended In the past.

The eflect of the excessive heat on the death
rale during the past month affords the most
striking indication of its severliy. In thoe lol-
lowing tables arc given the comﬁmmutc figures
of the fonr weoks from the 2d to the %0th of
July, 1570, and-the corrcsponding period from
the 3d to the S1st of July, 1560; —

The Preshyterinng Paubliontion Heuss Lntered.

Early this morniog thisves effected an en-
grance to the Presbyterian Book and Publica-
tion MNonze, No. 18934 Cheanut street. They first
acaled the wall in the rear, next cut through a
door, next through o shulter, and then through
two more doors bafore they reached the store
proper.

The physiclan says
that this great quantity of blood proceedsd from
the severing of the great artery on tha temple of
Mr, Nathan, and that, ten chances to one the
murdered man then fell, and the
murderer was notl  =talned with blood
at all., A more startling fact 8 now
apparent, or is sald to be, namely, that all the
wounds on the head of the murdered man do not
appear to be inflicted by the ‘‘dog™ alone, one
wounnd In eapecial, that which nearly divides the
ear, belug far wider than the chisel edge of the
dog. It Is thought, as the Investigation proceads,
that more than one man may have bean in the
roota at the time of the murder.—XN. Y. World

No C'm» to the Assnssin Obluloed -The Marder
Muill m Mystory-The Pelive tlerd at Worl In
the Case.

The mystery of the terrible murder of Benja-
min Nathan seems as if it will never be cleared
away. Despite the persistent efforts of the
shrewdest detectives In the Police Departmeat,
the murderer is still nndlscovered, and no cloe,

Tervible Steambont Disaster-A Misslssippl
Steamer Explodes hor Bollers and Tales
Fire-Twenty-salx Persons Barned or
Drowned, and Many Others Injured.
Memrnais, Teon., Aug. 1.—A terrible disaster

occurred at Paclile Place, 30 miles above here,

at 12 o'clock last night. The starn-wheel
steambont Bilver Spray, from New Orleans for

Cincinnat}, with a barge In tow, exploded her

bollers, killing and wounding & number of the

crew and passengers. The boat then took fire.

Mr. Singleton, the second clerk, states that
jnst as the watch was called an explosion took
place, and in a moment the boat was wrapped
in flames. Nothing was left for the survivors
but to plunge Into the water and swim thirty
yards to the neareat shore.

Owing to the darkness of the night It was
jmpossible to render any asslstance to the
wounded.

As the books are lost and the princlipal offl-
cers are among the missing, it is impossible to
obtain a full list of the lost. The following,
however, are known to be lost:—Captain A, N,
Jordan, of Cincinnati; Thaddeus Worthing, first
clerk, of Newport, Ky.; Ash Taylor, second
mate, of Long Reach, Ohlo; W. Bailey, second
steward, of Cincinnati; Boyd Smith (colored),
berthmaker, of New Richmond, O.; Alf. Carnes,
second cook, of Pittsburg; colored chambermaid,
pome unknown. Charlie Jordan, steersman,
son of the captain, died soon afler belng res-
cued,

Long, book-keeper, of
Cincinnatl; Dick Cage (colored), cook, of New
Richmond; colored porter, name unknown;

Louls.

Two hours after the explosion the steamer
City of Calro hove in sight and went to the re-
lef of the sufferers. All who were rescned weore
taken on board and brought here. As soon as
the news of the disaster was recolved the citi-
zens hurried to the wharf, and everything pos-
sible was done for the wounded, whe, by order
of Mayor Johnson, were taken in ambulances
to the City Iospital, every aitention belng
shown them there.

The saved lost all their clothing and baggage,
but were partially sopplied by the officers,
crew, and passengers of the City of Cairo, of
whose conduct they speak In the warmest
terms.

The Cairo was bound to 8f. Louls, but turned
back aftor using every eflort to recover the
badies of the lost. The Bpray floated down two
miles, and lodged on a bar, where she and the
barge burned to the water's edge. She was
soven years old, and belonged to Captain B,
Patterson, of Newport, who had stopped off for
the trip, leaving Captain Jordan in charge.

The boat had on board nearly three hundred
erates of queensware. There were Lhree adults
and one child in the cabin and seven deck pns-
sepgers, besides nineteen deck hauds, rousta-
bouts., It Is belieyed by Mr, Bingleton that
twenty-six lives wore lost,

The present session of the Court is intendod
to be a short one of only two weeks, and de-
voted exclusively to the trial of prison cases,

In charging the Grand Jury regarding their
duties the Judge spoke as follows: —

1 regret the necessity which
requires your presence here, at a time when most of
our citlzens are seeking relaxation from the cares of
business, and would be truly rejoiced to be able te
say to you that the law Is entircly respected in oy
eity, and that your labors for the month
would be confined to (ke Investigation of bat
few cases and those of a trining chare
acter. Butl cannot say so. The carnival of orime!
still rages, The burglar contiuoes to ply his non-
warnal calling. Plckpockets and thieves still swarm’
wherever crowds are formed or opporinnities
alforded for plunder, Our pablic highways even are
not gafe. Persons aré knocked down aond robbed,.
apd ontrages worse than death committed upon
them, And this inthe face of repeatod warniog
from this Court, and from every Judgg
thereof, The time has come, In my |=dgment,
when those who habitually violate the las
should be glven to understand that this court wil
mark thelr offenses with sigoal severity, 1 spoak'no
only for myself, but for my absent colleagues, wher
I say that we are detormined to enforee toe law witl
afirm hand, Men who follow crime as o profossio:
who commit depredations on the property and gre
outrages upon the persons of our ocltizoos, 15§
expect, when they stand at the bar of this court fo)
sentence, to have the law administerod te i
in its fulnesa, They will reccive its extrem
pepalty.
